If repeated doses ere required. to 
render the urine alkaline, one may know 
that the blood is poor in alkalies. ‘The 
test can be easily carried out by any 
physician or nurse. Any physician can 
teach an.ordinary mother how to carry 
out the test in thirty minutes. _, 
To’ protect. a, susceptible chitd against 
repeated attacks of acidosis, the habits 
of life must be eo modified that either 
the production of acid by the tissues ‘s 
lessened; or that the amount of acid 
taking foods in the tissues is lessened ; 
or that the amount of alkali:neutraliner 
in the blood is increased; or that. the 
organs: of excretion of acid work better. 
‘The foods which increase the acid waste 
are, unfortunately for some, just those 
which for growth; The fats are 
the le ‘acid makers and at the fame 
time they are the principal carriers of 
the growth vYitamines.
